PURPOSE OF THE CONSOLIDATED STATE APPLICATION

The Consolidated State Application is informed by the overal philosophy of the No
Child Left Behind Act of 2001. The Application is an expression of the key principles of
President George W. Bush's education reform plan:

1. Stronger accountability for results,

2. Increased State and locdl flexibility and reduced “red tape,”

3. Expanded choicesfor parents, and

4. An emphasis on teaching methods that have been proven to work.

Section 9302 of NCLB providesto States the option of gpplying for multiple ESEA
program funds through a single consolidated application. Although a central, practica
purpose of the Consolidated State Application is to reduce “red tape”’ and burden on
States, the Consolidated Application is dso intended to have the important pedagogical
purpose of encouraging the integration of State, local, and ESEA programsin
comprehensive planning and service deivery and enhancing the likelihood that the SEA
will coordinate planning and service ddivery across multiple State and loca programs.

The five gods address levels of academic
proficiency that al students would meet, the speciad needs of certain populations of
students, and factors such as qualified teachers and school safety that are critica to
improved teaching and learning. Underlying the five godsis the presumption that all
State, local, and federa educationa resources will be integrated and coordinated to
reach the overarching god of improved student achievement.

2. Pat |l of the Application continues the theme of comprehensive, coordinated
planning and service delivery. In addition to providing the framework for standards,
assessments, and accountability, Part 11 suggests that State strategies and activities
undertaken with adminigrative funds from ESEA programs reflect in their
implementation cross-program efforts. For example, the part of the State plan
providing for technical assstance to loca districts might be one consolidated plan
that provides for comprehensive service delivery for al programs rather than that the
process of technical assistance be fragmented and dependent on specific, individua
program requirements.

3. Patlll of the Application, “Key Programmatic and Fiscal Information,” addresses
the Department’ s overdl respongbility for ensuring the programmatic and fiscal
integrity of the ESEA programs. To meet this responsibility, the Department needs to
review and gpprove information on how the State would comply with afew key
requirements of the individual ESEA programs included in the Application.

On May 24, 2002, the
Department of Education & Early Development (EED) convened an
audioconference meeting of LEA assessment directors to begin the process of
agreeing upon one English language proficiency assessment instrument that will

be aigned with the State academic content standards and student academic
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achievement standards and will be used by al LEAs. Participants included Mark
Led, EED Assessment Director, Bernice Tetpon, EED Bilingua Coordinator, and
Bilingua Coordinators from LEAS throughout the State.

At the gart of the 2002/2003 school year, EED will renew its work with this
statewide committee of practitioners to develop acommon statewide test of
English proficiency. The instrument sdected will measure English proficiency in

the areas of gpeaking, listening, reading, writing, and comprehenson. Once an
assessment has been selected, LEAs will be required to use the agreed upon
ingrument as the basis for completing their annud report, " Survey of Sate's
Limited English Proficient Students and Available Educational Programs and
Services.” Therelevant section of that report, for this purpose, is Section B, The
Educational Status of LEP Students. This report is required under Section 4 AAC
34.055 Plan of Service.

At the start of the 2002/2003 school year digtricts will beinformed of their
respongbility to administer an annud assessment of English proficiency in
peaking, listening, reading, writing and comprehension. The Department of
Education & Early Development will assure that dl districts will assess limited
English proficient sudents during the 2002/2003 school year. EED will produce
aguidance memo to digtricts indicating the required data dements and guidelines
for aggregating data.

program and fiscal requirements. EED issues dl competitive funds through a
competitive application process, and sub-grantees within the date are familiar with
this process. Applications are posted on the EED website and distributed to all
eligible applicants elther by direct mail (for known gpplicants, i.e. school didtricts) or
through the State’s On-Line Public Notice section of the state webste. All Requests
for Application (RFA) follow a standard format that requestsinformation that is
customized to the specific program in the following areas. Need and Planned Impact
of Project, Qudity of Project Design and Personnd, Quality of Management Plan and
Evauation, Budget, and Fulfill Intent of State/Federa Program Godls. Each RFA
contains the scoring guide with scoring points and descriptors of each criterion that
will be used by the application review committee to evauate the submissons. The
review committee’ s results determine the rank order for funding. Reviewers are
asked for recommendations for improving the project and comments on the feasibility
of the budget. These comments may form the basis for negotiated adjustments to the
project prior to issuance of the grant award. All recommendations are forwarded to
the Commissioner of the Department of Education & Early Development for gpprova
prior to notifying successful and unsuccessful applicants. All appeds of the funding
decisions are processed according to Chapter 40 of state regulations, Appeds of
Decisonsto deny or Withhold Funding.

All competitive RFAs are available to potentid gpplicants for aminimum of 45 days
prior to the deadline for submitta. Following review and approva of successful
gpplications, anotice of fina decison is conveyed to dl gpplicants. No grant awards
may be issued until theinitial gppeda period has ended, which is 30 days plusthe time
necessary for mail to reach the department from the most remote gpplicant. Unless
dated by the funding source, al grant awards are issued for one fiscal year, July 1
through June 30.

(RFP's) for continuing subgrants for the three partnerships were
distributed in early May, 2002, and are due June 30, 2002.

The compstitive grants offered under digible partnerships must
include a college or university, a school of arts and sciencesand a
high-need LEA.

By
gaining a more thorough understanding of the subject areathey are
teaching they can offer better ingtruction for the students, and student
understanding will increase and achievement will improve.

In their gpplication the partners must firgt establish their need for
gpecific professona development. Many teachers need courses to
become “highly qudified”, and the LEA mugt target a specific subject
area based on low student achievement in that area.

The most heavily weighted part of the gpplication is the description of
the activities to be funded. The activities and their projected must be
clearly defined. Therole of the universty in meeting the needs must
aso bewdl defined. The activities must be targeted toward improving
the content knowledge of teachers.

The evauation procedure the partners plan to use is another selection
criterion. The application must describe the evauation instruments,
the timelines for evauation, the personne involved, and the reporting
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procedures. The partners have to plan to evauate not only the quality
of the indruction to teachers, but how the improvement in ingtruction
of content by the teachers impacts student achievement.

The presentation of a budget and budget narrative is dso heavily
weighted in the sdlection of subgrant avards. It hasto clearly show
how costs will facilitate the proposed accomplishments.
Adminigrative cogts should be minima compared to the money going
directly to hep teechersin the LEA.

Of lesser importance, but also part of the selection criteria, are the
descriptions of the personnd involved. Resumes of ingructors are
examined to verify that they have the necessary experience and
expertise to teach the teachers effectively. They must not only know
their subject thoroughly but dso modd the ingtruction using “best
practices” Thiswill give teachers the tools to teach their subject more
effectively and, improve student achievement.

By awarding grants to gpplicants with gppropriate budget plans, high
quality indructors, activities targeted to meet the needs of the LEA,
and on-going evauations, more teechers will become highly qudlified
and sudents will achieve a higher levels.

professond development, and the integration of technology in the
classsoom. Reviewers are aso familiar existing educationa

technology projectsin the ate.

Prior to reading any grant gpplications, the Review Pand engagesin
training establish a shared understanding of the Scoring Form and how
itisused. Within agiven time frame, eech application is
independently read and scored by each Reviewer, after which the
Review Pandl discusses each gpplication and score. Additiona
consderation is given to the proposas that earned the highest average
scores. Findly, the Review Pand makes its recommendations for
awards or no awards, amounts, and changesto the project. The
Review Panel may require changesto a project, its budget, activities,
gods, and/or timeline before an award is made.

After Notices of Intent to Award have been delivered, schools may
request their Scoring Forms, which will be provided either
eectronicdly or in hard copy. Pending no appeds of the decisions of
the Review Pandl, subgrants are issued no sooner than 30 days after
the Notices of Intent to Award have been sent.

Department
program staff meet to review digtricts scheduled for monitoring. Department program
gaff identify any specific programmetic problems aswell as other indicators such as
submission of the gpplication, performance report, fisca reports, assessment data, and
adminigrative staff turnover in order to determine the need for an on-9te monitoring.
Didtricts not identified for on-Ste monitoring are given the following options:

complete a paper monitoring form, request the assistance of the digtrict’s Quaity
Schools Team Leader in collecting and completing the paper monitoring form or
requesting an on-sSite visit. Based upon review of the paper monitoring, the
Department may decide to aso conduct an o+ Ste monitoring.

The IDEA g&ff has been fidd testing a process for completing monitoring using a
database with data submitted by digtricts prior to the review. The Administrative
Review process conssts of 67 standards based upon state and federd regulations.
The Student File Review conssts of 102 standards based upon both state and federal
regulations. Thisreview process dlows a draft compliance report to be given while
on-dtetothedidrict. A fina report is submitted to the didtrict in 30 days. Didtricts
then complete a plan of improvement based on the findings from the review. The
Department intends to expand this process to the monitoring of al of the federd
programs.

EED will review the current monitoring practices and make necessary changes to the
process so that it is more consolidated. The Department will continue to increase it's
data collection capacity so that existing data can be used to assst with the monitoring
process. The current monitoring system will aso be expanded to include consultation
with the office that receives the sngle audits from digtricts and will establish a
tracking system for the results of the audits and monitoring. Thistracking system

will also be used for determining whether a Site visit needs to be conducted and
determining technica assstance needs.

EED provides technicd assistance to digtricts and schools through a team approach in
order to promote collaboration among various programs both within and outside the
Depatment: To accomplish this, every program manager in the divison of Teaching
and Learning Support (TLS) is assigned specific digricts to serve as a Quality
Schools Team Leader (QSTL). QSTL training includes scientifically research-based
drategies, resources and tools from the Comprehensive School Reform program
Training needs are identified annually and professona development opportunities
provided to the QSTLs 0 that they can have information to share with digtricts on the
most current scientifically research-based information and service delivery models.

In addition to these services, Title | School Improvement sites are assigned Quality
Schools Facilitators (QSF) to provide additiona administrative support and guidance.
As these specididts begin to work with the digtrict saff to identify barriers to sudent
learning and devel op plans to address them, other experts outside the department may
be included to help address community issues that impact student learning.

The Department offers technical assistance and professond development to digtricts
and schools through state run trainings and conferences, correspondence (written and
electronic) aswell as audio conferencing, list serves and other means of electronic
postings. Activities take place throughout the school year and summer and are
presented in collaboration between programs whenever possible. An annua events
caendar is provided to digtricts that identifies the workshops, conferences, training,
workshops and grant and RFP opportunities that will be made available during the
school year. The State does not endorse any particular curriculum or program, but
rather shares information produced from the U.S. Department of Education and other
nationa organizations that highlight effective programs that are rigoroudy tested and
scientificaly research-based. Activities will be more focused on identifying and
presenting information on scientificaly research-based programs and integrating
programs.

Qudlity
Schooals Facilitators are distinguished teachers and public school administrators who
serve school improvemernt sites under dud contracts with the respective LEA and
EED. EED identifies digible distinguished educators and guides the process.

Once identified, the Ste will be assigned a qudity schools facilitator who will work
closdly with the SI State Coordinator, the EED Qudity School Team Leader, the
Didrict Title | Coordinator and the School Principal. This core support team will
meet by audio conference prior to the first day of school to inform the school and
school didrict of the identification process and discuss the school improvement action
plan for the coming school yesr.

Beginning July 1, 2002, Alaskawill have two Stesin Year 1 and deven sitesin Year
2 of School Improvement Status. External Facilitators assgned to these Stes are
currently planning for the fal in-service that will include a thorough andysis of the
2001-2002 student achievement data and areview and update of the school
improvement plan. Teachers, principas, paraprofessonas, and appropriate district
representatives will be required to participate. Community memberswill be invited
and will be encouraged to participate. Additiona school support team members will
be identified at this time to support implementation efforts that require specidized
assistance.

In addition, EED will continue to report assessment results directly to building
principals and LEA superintendents.

In the soring of 2002 the Alaska Department of Education & Early Development
established a program to assgn a unique student identification number to each
sudent in the state enrolled in a public school. The implementation of the unique
identification number was the first step in establishing a statewide assessment
database. Complete results from al assessments included in the accountability
system are reported directly to the Department by CTB/McGraw—Hill our current
test contractor and will be included in the statewide database. The Statewide
assessment database will be used to secure the baseline and follow-up data
necessary to implement the school accountability system.

The Department of Education and Early Development will continue to conduct
daff development in the area of data collection and quality assurance. The
Department will revise the current data dictionary and produce guidance
documents to didtricts to ensure the quality of the datathat is collected from
digtricts.

The Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner have met with the Governor’ s saff
and State House and Senate Legidative Committees to brief them on the
requirements of the newly reauthorized Elementary and Secondary Education Act
(ESEA), including the need for anew State plan. Additiondly, the
Commissioner, Deputy Commissioner, State Assessment Administrator and
Director for the Divison of Teaching and Learning Support, briefed the State
Board of Education & Early Development at their past two board meetings on the
requirements of ESEA. The Divison Director and the Assessment Administrator
aso met with the Alaska Association of School Boards to go over key points of
ESEA and what would be required of the state.

The responghility for writing the plan, seeking and receiving public input on the
elements of the plan, and finaizing the new State plan have been delegated to the
Alaska Department of Education & Early Development through the
Commissioner, Shirley J. Holloway, Ph.D.

State-levd activities the State administers,

All of the ESEA-funded programs are housed in the Divison of Teaching &
Learning Support, Divison of Early Development, and the Divison of Education
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Support Services. The directors of these division communicate daily about
coordination of the ESEA programs. The two Deputy Commissioners who
oversee activities in these divisons meet weekly, and sometimes more often, with
the Commissioner to discuss the coordination of ESEA programs to ensure that
school digtricts provide effective programs and services so that dl sudentsin
Alaskawill reach high academic standards and be successful. Thishigh level of
communication is ongoing.

Additiondly, the Department sponsors and holds many regiond and statewide
conferences, work sessons, and professond development/training events
throughout the year to communicate requirements of the ESEA programs and to
bring ingtructors and administrators up to speed on ingtructiond drategies that

will lead to student success.  The ligts of Professona Development Meetings and
Professona Development Events/Activities are issued to school didrict Saff in
July of each year and aso posted on our department’ swebdgte. Thelistsfor the
2001-2002 school year are included as an appendix, as the new lists for the 2002-
2003 school year are not yet complete.

Department of Education & Early Development (EED) officids and saff will
continue to coordinate with businesses, IHEs and nonprofit organizations. EED
officids and gaff serve on the Alaska Human Resources Investment Council, the
Baance of State Workforce Investment Board, the Y outh Council, the Council on
Domedtic Violence and Sexua Assault, and the Specia Education Services
Agency. The State Board of Education & Early Development dso hasa
representative on the University of Alaska s Board of Regents and the Alaska
Commission on Postsecondary Educeation. Cross sharing of information about
ESEA and other state and federal education programs and collaboration on
student services delivery and professona devel opment results from participation
on these boards and commissions.

Additionaly, the department has assigned a saff member to work with the
University of Alaska, the Alaska Federation of Natives and other tribal and native
organizations and nonprofit organizations to improve teacher qudity and student
performance. Beginning in the 2002-2003 school year, this staff person will focus
efforts on recruiting and retaining Alaska Native teachers and developing
programs and opportunities for Alaska Natives to enter and complete teacher
preparation programs. This new Teacher Leadership Project will result in
increased professiona development for ingtructors, paraprofessionds, and
adminidrators to ensure that they meet the federd definition for being “highly
qudified.”
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Because of a shortage in rdated services gaff, in the coming year, the department
will work with the Univeraty of Alaskato initiate a program to train related
services professonasto serve in Alaska school didtricts. The department will
continue is work with the university on teacher recruitment and retention by
working closgly with the Alaska Teacher Placement services program, in-service
and pre-sarvice training opportunities and continuation of the specia education
dua endorsement program.

The department has and will continue to enlist the support of IHES, businesses
and nonprofit organizations to provide training, teacher preparation and
professiond development to teachers, administrators and pargprofessionds across
Alaska The department will issue contracts to these organizations to help fulfill
requirements of the ESEA programs related to direct student services,
professond development that ensures Alaska s Saff are “highly qudified,” the
development of curriculum based on state student content and performance
Sandards, the development of a continuous improvement monitoring program, the
cregtion and delivery of on-line courses and teacher preparation programs, the
integration of academic and vocationa educeation, and other ESEA, state, and
federa requirements leading to the improvement of student performance.

Department of Education & Early Development officids and staff will continue to
coordinate with the Governor’ s office through the Commissioner, the Deputy
Commissioners, and the Divison Directors. The Governor’s office has staff
assigned to our department and are in constant contact with staff in the
Commissioner’s Office and a the Divison Director level. Additiondly, the
Commissioner of the Department of Education & Early Development co-chairs
the State’ s Children’ s Cabinet with the Commissioner of Corrections. The
Children’ s Cabinet was established by the Governor and includes representatives
from the following Sate agencies

Department of Education & Early Development
Department of Corrections

Department of Law

Department of Public Safety

Department of Hedlth and Socia Services

Department of Community and Economic Development
Lt. Governor
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Much gtate and federa program coordination occurs through this Cabinet and
across many state departments and includes the Lt. Governor. Interaction at the
Children’s Cabinet mestings have resulted in high levels of collaboration in State
and federd grant programs to address student needs in a comprehensive manner.

The June 2002 submission was developed in consultation with the

superintendents, Title | coordinators, Migrant Education coordinators, Committee
of Practitioners, and Parent Advisory Committee members of AlaskasLEAS. In
addition, drafts of the application were posted on EED's website, and legal notices
announcing those drafts and soliciting comments were posted in Alaskas
newspapers and disseminated through the Departments primary paper and
electronic public communication vehicle, InfoExchange.

As further guidance becomes available and the plans described in this gpplication
arerefined, EED officas and gaff will continue to coordinate with other
programs under this Act, the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act, the Carl
D. Perkins Vocationa and Technica Education Act of 1998, the Head Start Act,
the Adult Education and Family Literacy Act, and the McKinney-Vento
Homeess Assgtance. Act.  The Department has dready initiated regular
mesetings for gaff from these programs to jointly work on the new State plan and
to work collaboratively on the delivery of student services and professiond
development at the school digtrict and school level. Staff from most of these
programs aso work together to conduct program monitoring vigts. This
combined monitoring processis being refined and will expand during the 2002-
2003 school year.

The Adult Education and Family Literacy Act was moved as the result of Sate
law to the Department of Labor and Workforce Devel opment two years ago.
Staff in the Divison of Teaching and Learning Support communicate with the
Adult Education Supervisor on aregular basis about state student performance
standards, GED preparation programs, and the Even Start program. Many of the
organizations that administer Even Start projects are adult education and literacy
providers.

The State department dso will continue its work with the Department of Hedlth
and Socid Services (DHSS) on anumber of fronts:
The Fetd Alcohol Syndrome (FAS) project funds afull time program
manager and full time support saff to work with loca school staff and
community groups to ensure that students with FAS will be successul in
school and meet the state’ s high academic standards.
The Governor’s Council on Disahilities and Specid Education provides
support and direction to our specia education programs across the state.
IDEA Part C — Birth to 3 isadministered in the DHSS and saff from EED
and DHSS regularly coordinate on program services and participatein
joint professond development activities to ensure comprehensive and
continuous sarvices for children with disabilities.

The Alaska Y outh Initiative (AY1) isjointly funded by both departments
to keep children with savere emotiond or behaviora problemsin ate.
Some of these students are children with disabilities.

Even Start collaborators meet regularly to discuss and determine the best
ways to meet their family's needs. Programs provide flexible scheduling to better
accommodate the family’ s needs. They aso provide for transportation and child
care, in-school tutoring and after school programs. Combined, these services

a. Describe the process the State will use to devel op, implement, and document a
comprehensive needs assessment that identifies the Special Educationd and
related needs of migrant children.

During the 2001-2002 school year, EED conducted a Migrant Education needs
assessment. The assessment included a statewide survey of digtricts with
identified migrant populations, consultation with digtrict coordinators, review of
the results of the State Assessment Program (Benchmark and HSGQE), and
review of loca operating agencies needs assessments.

The resulting identified needs include:
Academic Services- Assstance is needed across academic areas to help
migrant children meet the state Sandards. Reading/language arts and
mathematics remain the primary areas where assistance must be focused.

Trangtion Support - Many migrant sudents move frequently between rurd
communities or between the rurd communities and one of the four mgor

urban centersin the State (Anchorage, Fairbanks, Juneau, and Ketchikan).
These children often have academic and support service needs resulting from
these moves. Close communication must occur between the school digtricts to
prevent students from faling behind and/or dropping out of school. Networks
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need to be established with socid service and community service agenciesto
assg children and their familiesin making these trangtions.

Water Safety - Alaskas drowning rate for children and teenagersis dmost
two and a hdf times the nationd average and sgnificantly higher than that of
any other state. The mgjority of Alaska's drownings occur in the abundant
marine waters, lakes, and rivers within and surrounding the Sate. Because
families live and work on or near the water, safety and survivd skillstraining
are necessary. CPR and firgt aid training aso asssts studentsin obtaining
deck hand licenses and future employment.

Drop-out Prevention - Efforts must be undertaken to overcome the barriers
to graduating from high school which many studentsface. In particular an
examination of the policies reated to attendance and credit accrua must take
place. Services must be made available to students who are lacking credits or
who have partid credits from different school digtricts.

Parent I nvolvement - Parent involvement continues to be an area where
training and effective models are needed to help districts involve these
traditionaly under-represented populations.

Par aprofessional Training - The mgority of services provided through the
Migrant Education Program are provided by paraprofessionas. In order to
improve the quality of ingtruction, pargprofessonals need training to build
their skills, and teachers need training on how to work effectively with
pargprofessionds.

Disaggregated
assessment data on migrant students is available through the State Assessment
System, which alows for reporting and andyzing student achievement resuilts.
Thisdso dlows EED to identify needs, establish service priorities, and evauate
program effectiveness using the following performance indicators.

Indicators1.1and 1.2

To hdp migrant sudents achieve the State's performance standards, EED will
assg digricts to establish scientificaly research-based programs in the areas of
reading/language arts and mathematics. Didricts will be encouraged to establish
summer and extended day/year programs to meet the needs of migrant sudents.
EED will dso encourage schools to develop plansfor Title | Schoolwide
programs to include services to migrant sudents. Services a the school leve will
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be coordinated with Title | and other federd programsto ensure that migrant
students are able to take advantage of services available. Technica assistance and
training will be provided to schools and parents on how to more fully involve
parentsin their children's education. EED will participate in nationd records
transfer programs to ensure timely transfer of educationd information for
continuity of services for migrant sudents.

Indicators 5.1 and 5.2

EED's increased data collection capacity will improve the identification of out-of-
school youth and the graduation rate of migrant students. Effective practices will
be disseminated and technica assistance provided to digtricts for helping students
gay in school and graduate from high school. Technicd assstance and training
will be provided to schools and parents on how to involve parents to a greater
extent in thelr child's education. EED will participate in national records transfer
effortsin order to ensure the timely transfer of educationd information for
continuity of services for migrant students.

Starting with the 2001-2002 school year, the Department of Education & Early
Deve opment revised the formula for Migrant Education dlocations to include
welghted factors based on academic need and academic gain. The weighted
factor uses the reaults of the Spring 2000 and Spring 2001 Benchmark
assessments and the High School Graduation Qudifying Exam. The dlocation
formula aso provides aweighted factor for concentration of migrant sudents and
for migrant sudents served. Didtricts that have fewer than 100 identified digible
migrant students receive an additional $10,000 to support identification and
recruitment efforts and program coordination activities. Didricts must have a
minimum of 10 studentsin order to receive a Migrant Education alocation.
Didgtricts whose student count drops below 10 identified migrant digible sudents
may choose to conduct a comprehensive identification and recruitment or to no

longer participate in the program.

The mgority of Alaska's migrant students are home based in Alaska and move
primarily within their home didtrict or between didrictsin Alaska. Alaska LEAS
have existing procedures for sharing student information.
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However, the Department will ensure continuity in the education of interstate
migrant children through a cooperative working relationship with other states and
by requiring Alaska LEAs to participate fully in interstate programs that ensure
continuity in the education of migrant children.

The Department participates as amember of the Interstate Migrant Education
Council (IMEC) to improve interstate coordination and improve the delivery of
sarvicesto dl migratory children.

Alaskd s preliminary dlocation for the 2002-2003 school year is $6,825,272.
$900,000 will be retained for adminigtrative and program functions unique to the
MEP. Fundswill be used to operate the State Migrant Education Terminal Center

Title |V gaff
will be responsible for monitoring the progress of grantees through
communications, reviews and formalized monitoring.

The department plans to make every effort to assst schools and communities
through the investigation of other funding sources for programs, activities and
services provided to support safe and hedthy students. Planning includes
working with Alaska communities to notify them of federd grants, private
grants, foundation grants and other Sate agency grants that may potentialy
meet their needs. EED plansto work closaly with our state Department of
Hedth & Socid Services, particularly the divisons of Alcoholism & Drug
Abuse, Maternd & Child Hedlth and Office of Juvenile Justice to extend
financid resourcesto our sate in the mogt efficient manner. We dso plan to
work with other education agencies, such as our Association of Alaska School
Boards, who work with Alaska schools and communities supporting
developmentd assets. EED will publish funding opportunities in newdetters
and dectronic bulletin boards, offer grant writing workshops as required and
attend mestings of other agencies and organizations to advocate for support
for these targeted services.

PROVIDING PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND

Title IV gtaff will work with other State agencies and organizations to provide
professond development opportunities for educators and community
members working to support safe and drug-free schools and communities.
Staff Development provided will conform to research-based principles
regarding teaching and learning for adult audiences and will be evaluated by
department staff.

In addition, the department has been working for the past 2 years supporting a
smdl number of schools that are employing methods to address barriersto
student learning — based on the research of Dr. Howard Adelman and Dr.
Linda Taylor from UCLA School of Mental Hedth. Many of these “barriers’
to sudent learning are hedlth and safety related, therefore technical assstance,
daff development and resources related to prevention and intervention is
aopropriate. TitleV gaff intends to continue to work with our Department of
Hedth & Socid Services partnersaswell as Title | and Specia Education

daff to continue to support these efforts.

Providing resources, referrals and other technical assistance to schools and
communities

It isthe intent of the department to continue providing accessto various
prevention, intervention and hedth promotion resources through the following
means.

Healthlinks newsletter — this one-page news briefing will be made available
to schooal didricts, individua educators and community-based organi zations
that receive grant funds from the State of Alaska on a monthly basis through
out the schoal year. 1ssueswill focus on providing up-to-date consolidated
news on research, curriculum, supplemental materias, available professond
development opportunities, potential additional grant resources and other
items of interest.

State of Alaska Department of Education & Early Development Web site—
this ste will festure available resources and training opportunities offered
through the department and other sources as well as highlights of successes
from prevention programs funded through grant resources. The web site will
be updated bi-monthly.

Monitoring/Technical Assistance — In addition to any on-sSite or paper
monitoring functions, Title IV gaff will dso offer opportunities for technica
assgtance for digtrict staff working within these programs who may have
difficulties with needs assessment, structuring measurable goals & objectives,
selecting research-based curriculum/best practices and evaduation. Technica
assistance will be available by phone, email, on-ste meetings and through
other conferences and events.

COORDINATE HEALTH PROMOTION AND PREVENTION
EFFORTS

The department will continue to promote opportunities for networking and
collaboration with other state agencies, associations, and community based
organizations in order to maximize the heath promation and prevention
benefits for Alaska s children. We will continue to participate on Professona
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Evauation Committee s for other departments, as well asinvite other
organizations to participate in any reviews we conduct. We will continue to
organize our Alaska Comprehensive Hedlth Education Network mestings,
providing an advisory board to the safe and drug-free efforts of the
department.

The Alaska Department of Education & Early Development will gather the above
information in two ways.

This end of year report will be a
compilation of questions requesting information on programs used, teacher
training and professona development on a particular program, etc. Thisend of
year report is due after the school year is completed and the fiscal year is over.
Consolidated Performance Reports from the LEA’ straditionaly mirror the SEA
consolidated performance report to the U.S. Department of Educeation very
closdy.

Additiondly, the Alaska Department of Education & Early Development has
created afree, secure data base that is accessible through the department’'s home
page. This database, caled the Suspension and Expulsion database, is a means of
gathering data on suspensions and expulSons occurring on school property
throughout the Sate on aregular basis. By entering the data on the web Site,
schools and digtricts have the opportunity to track information regarding schoal,
student, or event, as well as meeting the reporting requirements placed on them by
both the state and federal government. This database can be accessed by
digtricts/schools interested in entering information at any time, however, thefind
report is due at the same time as the consolidated report mentioned in the

paragraph above.
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Information on Student Risk Behaviors has traditionaly been gathered using the
Y outh Risk Behavior Survey, administered state wide every odd numbered
caendar year. In 1999, the state legidature passed alaw requiring active parental
permission for surveys and questionnaires given to sudentsin school settings.
Since the passage of that law, the State of Alaska has not been able to receive
weighted, usable data that accurately reflects the current Situation of drugs,
alcohol or other substances being offered to students on campus. Asit stands at
thistime, the State will continue to struggle with ways to provide prevaence data
on sef reported behaviors for Alaska students. We plan to convene atask forcein
summer 2002 comprised of school officids, parents, community and hedlth
advocates to identify ways to make this efforts more successful.

The State has plans to convene aworking group during the fal of 2002 to develop
adate definition of persstently dangerous schools. Thisworking group will
congst of members from the State of Alaska Commissioner’s Office, Locdl

School Didtrict Superintendents, Local School Boards, Peace Officers, Specid
Educators, Parents, Students, Teachers and other interested individuas. This
group will examine indicators such as federal and/or state gun-free schools
violations, violent crimina offenses committed on school property, and school
expulsonsto determine the criteriafor labeling aschool “ persstently dangerous.”
Thisworking group will also make recommendations as to the procedures for
notification of families of school choice options once schools are labeled. The
Alaska Department of Education & Early Development will consder dl
recommendations in order to develop appropriate regulations. Regulations will be
developed once additiond guidelines are received from the US Department of
Education inthisarea. Asisthe case with dl regulaory actions, the department
will solicit public comment in order to further refine the state definition.

These three steswill work in
conjunction with the Department of Education & Early Development aswell asthe
Department of Juvenile Judtice, to implement community service programs in their
communities.
